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1. DURING CONVERSATION WITH PRIME MINISTER VORSTER 
ON NOVEMBER 14, HE EXPRESSED GREAT SATISFACTION OVER 
PROGRESS BEING MADE IN SMITH-NKOMO TALKS. I ASKED 
HIM WHERE THINGS STOOD. HE SAID HE COULD TELL ME 
CONFIDENTIALLY THAT AGREEMENT HAD BEEN REACHED ON A 
DECLARATION OF INTENT, WHICH HE HAD SEEN AND FOUND 
TO BE "VERY GOOD." NKOMO WAS NOW CONSULTING IN GABORONE 
AND LUSAKA AND IF HE WON THE SUPPORT OF PRESIDENTS 
KHAMA AND KAUNDA, THE WAY WOULD BE CLEAR FOR MAKING 
IT PUBLIC. I ASKED WHETHER NKOMO WOULD BE CONSULTING 
MACHEL AND NYERERE. VORSTER REPLIED THAT HE DID NOT 
THINK SO. 

2. 1 NOTED THAT SINCE THE BREAKDOWN OF TALKS AT VICTORIA 
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WARFARE AGAINST THE SMITH REGIME SUPPORTED MAINLY FROM 
MOZAMBIQUE AND TANZANIA. VORSTER OBSERVED THAT HE DID 
NOT SEE THIS AS AN IMMINENT POSSIBILITY. HE SAID THE 
ANC CAMPS IN ZAMBIA HAD BEEN CLOSED DOWN. THE ONE IN 
THE TETE AREA OF MOZAMBIQUE WAS CAREFULLY CONTROLLED AND 
THE CAMPS IN TANZANIA ARE NOT VERY ACTIVE. THIS DID NOT 
MEAN, HE CONTINUED, THAT THE URGENCY FOR A NEGOTIATED 
SETTLEMENT IN RHODESIA HAD LESSENED. ON THE CONTRARY, 

NOW IS THE TIME TO MOVE AHEAD AND HE IS DOING ALL HE CAN 
TO PROMOTE AN OUTCOME AGREEABLE TO ALL SIDES AS RAPIDLY 
AS POSSIBLE. I SAID WE WERE AWARE OF THE IMPORTANT 
ROLE THAT HE AND PRESIDENT KAUNDA HAVE BEEN PLAYING AND 
THAT IF A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT IN RHODESIA IS REACHED, 

IT WILL BE DUE IN NO SMALL MEASURE TO THEIR CONSTRUCTIVE 
EFFORTS. VORSTER RESPONDED THAT THE USG WOULD BE SURE 
THAT HE WOULD CONTINUE TO DO ALL THE APPROPRIATELY 
COULD TO BRING THE PARTIES TO AN AGREEMENT. 

3. COMMENT: VORSTER DID NOT SAY SO, BUT THE PRESS REPORTS 
THAT SMITH CAME TO SOUTH AFRICA LAST FRIDAY FOR HIS 
VACATION. HE PROBABLY STOPPED IN PRETORIA ON HIS WAY 
SOUTH TO DISCUSS THE DECLARATION OF INTENT WITH VORSTER. 

SINCE SMITH IS NOW AWAY FROM SALISBURY, IT IS NOT LIKELY 

THAT ANY ANNOUNCEMENT WILL BE MADE (ASSUMING KHAMA AND 

KAUNDA RAISE NO OBJECTIONS) UNTIL AFTER SMITH'S RETURN 

IN EARLY DECEMBER. SABC NEWS BROADCASTS OVER THE WEEKED 

REPORT THAT NKOMO HAD VISITED GABORONE AND LUSAKA AND WAS GOING 

ON TO DAR ES SALAAM AND LOURENCO MARQUES. 
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
